TOMORROW WE VOTE. 


A Few Observations On the Question 
That Is to Be Settled at the Polls. 


Tomorrow, a very serious question 


will come before the citizens of 
Portsmouth • for decision. They win 
vote whether saloons will be licensed 
in this city or not. The general 
opinion is that Portsmouth will vote 
in favor of license by a fair majority. 
This view of the case doubtless 
is 


brought about by the fact that during 
the past half century, almost since 
there has been a prohibitory law up- 
on the statute books in New Hamp- 
shire, that law has been openly vio- 
lated in this city. But a few spas- 
modic efforts have been made to en- 
force the law, and those 
have soon 


ended in failure. 


It has been repeatedly argued by 


the police officials, past and present, 
that public sentiment did not wish 
the saloons closed. Public sentiment 
is supposed to rule In this United 
States of ours. We have no heredi- 
tary rulers and are accustomed to 
looking to the will of the people for 
guidance. 
This will of the people 


has many times, whether rightly or 
wrongly, been called public senti- 
ment, and in Portsmouth it has been 
olaimed that public sentiment wanted 
the saloons to remain in existence. 


Tomorrow, we will have the satis- 


faction of knowing to a certain ex- 
tent whether these arguments 
have 


been sound ones or not. We say "to 
a certain extent," for the question 
that the people will vote on, Tues- 
day, Is whether there shall be legal- 
ized saloons in Portsmouth. It still 
remains an unsolved question as to 
whether public sentiment in this city 
demanded saloons in defiance of law 
and wished to see the law treated 
with op-en contempt, seeing there "was 
no othei- way under the old law to 
have the saloons running. We shall 
find out at le'ast whether the saloons 
in 
any guise are demanded, and 


should the vote be "no," it will in a 
negative manner prove that all along 
public sentiment has not been so 
keen for saloons in this city. 


It seems advisable to give the new 


law a trial/. There are soSne things in it 
which The Herald does not believe 
in, but the law having been passed 
by the legislature, in 
answer to a. 


very evident demand from the people 
in favor of some sort of a license law, 
the right thing now for cities where 
open saloons have been maintained is 
to give the new law a chance to 
prove whether it is a good measure 
or a bad one. 


In the event that the city votes no 


license wd can see no indication or 
hope that the prohibitory law will be 
enforced, despite the drastic amend- 
ments made to that law by the same 
legislature that passed the! license 
law. 
There will be methods found 


for evading the law in the same old 
way and Portsmouth would 
simply 


continue the disgrace of having sa- 
loous maintained in violation of law.

The first child born under the influ-

They were 
Dr. Simpson himself, with Dr. Keith 
and Dr. Duncan, and as they sat talk- 
ing all three began to inhale the fumes 
from the glasses. Suddenly the talk- 
ing ceased, and three senseless men 
fell like dead bodies on the floor. For 
some minutes the room was as still as 
a grave, and then Dr. Simpson awoke. 
"This is good," he said as he found Dr. 
Duncan snoring under the table and 
Dr. Keith creeping on to his feet Elev- 
en days later the first public trial of 
chloroform was made at the Edin- 
burgh infirmary. 


In Spuln. 


Never in my life have I seen such 


wrapping and muffling as I have seen 
in Spain. The men here wear very 
heavy cloaks—heavier than any outer 
garment we have in America except 
fur coats. These cloaks are usually 
lined with colored plush; the insidea 
of the front flaps are often lined with 
red or green or' yellow plush, and of- 
ten with two colors.

himself and the skeleton, he laid the 
latter'a fingers over bis own and be- 
gan to play. There was no hesitation 
in the slow, measured now of sound 
which be and the skeleton conjured 
up. Aa the music swelled in a louder 
strain I closed my eyes, for there was 
something weird in that picture of man 
and skeleton seated at the piano, with 
the shadows of evening

rejoices, too, and bestows every hon- 
or on. the Court street people for tha 
great work accomplished in so short 
a period.

diction.

IE'S advance guard. cousUting 


of I'.ouu cavalry under General 
A. U. Jenkins, rode into Cbam- 
berstiurg the 15th of June, 3S«I3, 


aud seemed very much at home on 
Pennsylvania s-oil. 
The troopers hi 


gray had gailoj>ed from the Potomac 
during the ni^ht and their sudden 
swoop into the heart of the Keystone 
State was like a boll from a clear sky. 
The last thai the people of the north 
and the authorities in Washington 
tuew the enemy was beyond the Rap- 
puhannock with Hooker's army master 


if the situation. 
Jenkins' soldiers levied on the citi- 


zens for horses, cattle and store sup- 
plies, paying for all values iu Confed- 
erate scrip, worth nothing except as a 
souvenir. 
Having some of his own 


horses stolen, by way of retaliation 
fenkins demanded pay of the anthori- 
ies, and It was promptly handed over 
n Confederate money. 
There had been Confederate raids 


icross the border before, even as far as 
'hambersburg, but Jenkins' coolness 


had an ominous look. Lincoln called 
'or 3^0,000 militia to defend the cltiea 
of the north, and it soon transpired 
hot the raiders had good backing. The 
szxme day a division of Ewell's Infan- 
ry crossed the Potomac at Willianis- 
)ort, and there was fighting in the 
Shenandoah valley near the Potomac 
with the rest of Ewell's corps. 


Ewell marched his corps from the 
lappahannock. following: the route 
west of the Blue Ridge to keep Its 
movement from the eyes of the Feder- 
als. 
At the same time Longstreet's 


corps slowly advanced east of the Blue 
Ridge to control the gaps leading 
hrough it and guard Ewell from sur- 
mise. Longstreet also had his move- 
ments guarded by Jeb Stuart's cavalry, 
which scouted farther east along the 
slopes of Bull Run mountains. Thus 
there were three columns of Confed- 
rates forging their way to the north 
while Hooker was still facing south- 
ward and even planning to cross the 
tappahannock and dash for Richmond. 
The great highway to the Potomac 
brough the Shenandoali valley had 
not been left unguarded by the Feder- 
als, but an invasion by Lee's whole 
army had not been provided for. Geu- 
?ral Milroy'lay at Winchester with a 
arge force Intrenched. The neighbor- 
ng post of Martinsburg also held a Fed- 
eral garrison. In order to cut off Mil- 
roy from help General Imboden's Con- 
federate cavalry passed around and de- 
stroyed the Baltimore aud Ohio rail- 
road in his rear. Milroy was ordered 


his superiors to retreat to Harpers 


Ferry, but he preferred to stand his 
ground. Ewell first threatened Mar- 
tinsburg, and the Federal garrison 
there marched to Winchester. Learn- 
ing from scouts that he was confront- 
ed by Ewell's whole corps, Milroy de- 
cided, when too late, to retreat. One 
division of Ewell's attacked him on 
the 14th, and after desperate fight- 
ing, iu which both sides made gal- 
lant charges, the Confederates, broke 
through the iJitrcnchmeuts and could 
not be driven out. 


Leaving one brigade to hold Milroy 


in the net. Ewell struck out for the 
Potomac io cut off the Federal retreat. 
By skillful marching Milroy got away 
with j.OOO men aud left about 2,000 
prisoners. 
The road was open for 


Lee's trains and artillery. Meanwhile 
Lougstreet passed on from gap to gap. 
drawing nearer the Potomac and sav- 
ing Ewell from attack in the rear 
while Stuart, acting as a foil for 
Loiigstreet, kept the Federal cavalry 
at arm's length. 


When Hooker discovered that Lee's 


troops woi* shifting camp and drawing ' 
away from Fredericksburg, he sent his 
own cavalry under Pleasonton on tho 
back track toward Washington to 
guard his rear and cover the capital. 
Thus while Stuart marched along Bull 
Run mountains Pleasontou was tied 
fast by his orders to the !ine just east 
of the mountains. But cavalry is never 
literally idle, and sonic Federal scouts 
riding ptist Aldie gap on the 17th took 
a notion of seeing what lay the other 
side of the mountain. Fitz Lee's Con- 
federate brigade happened to have the 
same curiosity on the other side of the 
barrier at the same time. A light was 
opened almost on the run between tho 
Harris Light cavalry of Kilpatrick's 
brigade and the Fifth Virginia under 
Colonel T. L. Hosser. On nearing tho 
town of Aldie, which lies in front of 
the gap on tho east, Kilpatrick saw tin- 
gray troopers in the distance and sent 
the Harris Light on a gallop through 
the town to seize the low ridge over 
which the road runs, close to the gap. 
Rosser's line charged with drawn sa- 
bers, driving the Harris Light back to 
the town, llosner then posted fharp- 
nhootors along the main road behind 
some haystacks protected by rail barri- 
cades. These Hhnrpsboojpr* clung to 
the haystacks, pouring a terrible fire 
upon Kllp.itrlck's squadrons IIH they 
rode past on the flunk to attack the 
main Confederate position, 
farther 


down the road. 


Router's line was noon re-enforced by 


a full brigade, and Kilpatrick called 
for help. 
At last he Haw that the 


sharpshooters at the haystacks must 
be dislodged or every attempt to ad- 
vance would be defeated.

Three- 
fourths of our wild birds belong to this 
class, who make promiscuous mar- 
riages every spring. Then we have 
the lirignam Youngs of the bird world, 
as represented by the house sparrow, 
who keeps up various branch establish- 
ments in addition to the ancestral 
home. 
This polygamous class is a 


small one, but it is more numerous 
than the casual observer would sup- 
pose.—London Sporting News.

At the same time Longstroet's 
corps slowly advanced east of the Blue 
Ridge to control the gaps leading 
through it and guard Ewell from sur- 
prise. Longetreet also had bis move- 
ments guarded by Jeb Stuart's cavalry, 
which scouted farther ea^t along tho 
slopes of Bull Run mountains. Thus 
there were three columns of Confed- 
erates forging their way to the north 
while Hooker was still facing south- 
ward and even planning to cross the 
[tappahannock and dash for Richmond. 


The great highway to the Potomac 


through the Sheuandoali valley had 
not been left unguarded by the Feder- 
als, but an invasion by Lee's whole 
army had not been provided for. Gen- 
eral Milroy lay at Winchester with a 
large force intrenched. The nelghbor- 
ng post of Martinsburg also held a Fed- 
eral garrison. In order to cut off Mil- 
roy from help General Imboden's Con- 
federate cavalry passed around and de- 
stroyed the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road in his rear. Milroy was ordered 
by bis superiors to retreat to Harpers 
Ferry, but be preferred to stand his 
ground. 
Ewell first threatened Mar- 


tinsburg, and tbe Federal garrison 
there marched to Winchester. Learn- 
ing from scouts that he was confront- 
ed by Swell's whole corps, Milroy de- 
cided, when too late, to retreat. 
One 


division of Ewell's attacked him on 
the 14th, and after desperate fight- j 
lug. iu which both sides made gal- 
lant charges, tbe Confederates, broke 
through the Intrenchmeuts and could 
not be driven out. 


Leaving one brigade to hold Milroy 


in the not, Eweil struck out for the 
Potomac to cut off the Federal retroat. 
By skillful marching Milroy got away 
with 5,000 men and left about 2,000 
prisoners. 
Tbe road was open for 


.Lee's trains and artillery. Meanwhile 
Longstrcet passed on from gap to gup, 
drawing nearer the Potomac and sav- 
ing Ewoll from attack in tbe rear 
while Stuart, acting as a foil for 
Longstroet, kept the Federal cavalry 
at arm's length. 


When Hooker discovered that Lee's 


troops wei* shifting camp and drawing 
away from Fredericksburg, be sent his 
own cavalry under Pleasonton on tho 
back track toward Washingtou to 
guard his roar and cover the capital. 
Thus while Stuart marched along Bull 
Run mountains Pleasonton was tied 
fast by his orders to the line just east 
of tho mountains. But cavalry is never 
literally idle, and some Federal scouts 
riding past Aldie gap on the 17th took 
a notion of seeing what lay the other 
side of the mountain. Fitz Lee's Con- 
federate brigade happened to have the 
same curiosity on the other side of the 
barrier at the same time. A fight was 
opened almost on the run between the 
Harris Light cavalry of Kilpntriok's 
brigade and the Fifth Virginia under 
Colonel T. L. Rosser. On nearlng the 
town of Aldio, which lies in front of 
the gap on the cast. Kilpatrick saw tin- 
gray troopers in the distance and sent 
tho Harris Light on a gallop through 
the town to seize the low ridge over 
which the road runs, close to the gap. 
Rosser's line charged with drawn su- 
bers, driving the Harris Light back to 
tho town. Rossor then posted phnrp- 
uliootcrs along tho ninln road behind 
some haystacks protected by rail barri- 


the Confederate stronghold in tbe p.is< 
to the gap. 
Thi.H charge was met l>y 


the Second Virginia cavalry, which at- 
tacked the Xew Yorkers in the dank 
while they were battled at the stone 
wall. Di Cesnola 
was desperately 


wounded and taken prisoner. 


Meanwhile Pleasonton bad sent Colo- 


nel Duffle, with tbe First Rhode Island 
cavalry, to reach the gaps on another 
road, which took him to the town of 
MIddleburg. Stuart heard of Duffle'* 
march and tried to destroy htm. but 
the Rhode Islanders were stubborn aud 
looked for help from Aldie, not know- 
lug that the fight was on at that point. 
Stuart sent no help to his troopers at
